Sir George 
library dispute: 
negotiations off, 
i^riice still on

Negotiations in the strike of 
library workers at Sir George 
Williams University (SGWU) have 
reached a deadlock as the workers 
end the first full week of their 
strike today. 

Ata press conference yesterday, 
iinion spokesman Nancy Marrelli 
said "it was useless to continue 
negot iations." No further negotia- 
tions are scheduled. 

A meeting had been held last 
Wednesday in the presence of a 
government-appointed conciliator 



in response to the Sir George 
Administration's statement that It 
was prepared to present a "globol 
offer" on ail outstanding items in 
the contract nogotialions. 

Although the university repre- 
sentatives did offer a minor 
concession to an article on 
bereavement leave, Marrelli said 
that "tHî8?rwasFjust a rehash of 
previous offers, and, In fact, 
nothing whatsoever was resolved." 

After seven and a half months of 
fruitless negotiations, the union 
continued on page 3 



A member of the Latin American 
Work Group says the recent coup 
In Chile was very similar to the 
1967 putsch in Greece. 

Speaking before 250 people at a 
confi-renee on Chile held last night 
in the Union ballroom, Michael 
O'Suliivan said that in both cases 
the U.S.-dominated World Hank 
withheld credits before the coups 
and extended them afterwards to 
the right-wing governments that 
ousted the popular forces. 

O'Suliivan said that the role of 
the U.S. In overthrowing Chilean 
President Allcnde had been to 
create a climate in which the reac- 
tionary forces could take power, by 
cutting off aid and manipulating 
the press. 

He denied that the CIA 
organized the plot itself, however, 
saylngsuch a theory was "an Insult 
to. the ^^organizational capacity of 
Chilean reaction." 

On the widespread belief that 
the Chilean economy was in a state 
of disorganiziition because of the 
policies of the Unidad Popular (UP) 
government, O'Suliivan said that 
most of the problems were actually 
either contrived or the result of 
sabotage by the bourgeoisie. For 
example, the rightist newspaper 
Mercurio would often print reports 
that a particular product was 
scarce when in fact it was still 
available. The result would be a 
panic in demand by consumers and 
hoarding by sellers. In this manner 
a "real" shortage was created. 

On the Chilean truck-owners' 
"strikes", O'Suliivan said that one 
of the most remarkable occur- 
rences during these strikes was the 
widespread use of pro-government 
volunteer labour to drive govern- 
ment requisitioned trucks. 

O^sullivan said he believed that 
the main reason the couji look place 
when It did was the growing 
militancy and heightened con- 
sciousness of the workers and 
peasanU and the growing 
popularity of the UP, as shown In 
the March 1973 parliamentary 
elections, when the UP became the 
first incumbent government to 
gain scats in Chilean history. 

When intensified sabotage and 
obstruction were used by the 
bourgeoisie after the elections, 
O'Suliivan said, the result was an 
overwhelming response fromv the 
working class. At this point, he 
added, the constitutional elements 
in the armed forces began to lose to 
the rightist elements, and then the 
coup was staged. 

Members of the McGill Student 
Movement (MSM) and the 
Afro-Asian-Latin-American Peo- 
ple's Solidarity Movement spoke 
briefly at the meeting, which was 
continued on page 2

O'Sullivan ignored the charges 
and entered a discussion on the 
plight of political prisoners in Chili'. 

At the end of the niectinj,'. a 
committee was set up to plan 
further action in support of the 
Chilean people and specifically to 
help those now imprisoned by the 
military junta.

damp beer cans. But I didn't notice. . I 
just went along blindly reading TV Guide 
in the morning while waiting for the 
train. •- 

Pretty soon my boss began noticing 
that I spent a lot of time away from my 
desk during coffee breaks. I used to 
sneak down to the guard's desk In the 
lobby and watch the TV set they had 
hooked up to watch the elevators. I was 
beginning to let my work slide. The real 




blow came when they took away 'the" 
Zenith TV account which I had handled 
for five years and gave it to some creep 
(who I'm sure was a radio addict the way 
he kept that little pack in his pocket that 
-he said was a hearing aid). I became so 
upset that I flew. to Cincinnati that day to 
catch an.pld John Wayne movie: 

When J.gotr.back~:'the next day (late 
bècàyse'*the~rê" had been a rerun of 
Mission Impossible and I spent a couple 
of hours and many quarters In one of 
those airport television seats), I found a 
note from my wife pinned to the front of 
the TV. 

She had left me, taken the two kids 
and moved to her/mother's^ house in 
flabbergàstëdi' not least 
"takenTthTSWlDch Sony 
àtfd;thàt night there was to be a world 
seirles game and a pro-football match on 
two channels. 

I became depressed. I threw myself 
into my habit with a vengeance. I moved 
the refrigerator Into the rec room, quit 
my job, and began watching TV 24 hours 
a day. I slèpt during station identi- 
fication, I ate fitfully and. usually just 
sent out for Chinese food from the little 
restaurant down the street. 

I didn't leave the house. 1 watched and 
watched. WalterCronkite. The weather. 
- World events passed before my eyes. 
The Vietnam War, the Battle of the 
Bulge, the. Battle of Little Big Horn, 
played oiit In my rec room. I was slowly 
going nuts. 

The turning point, I see now, was the 
fateful day when the electric company 
turned off the power. My set went black. 
I sat watching the little white dot in the 
middle of the screen until it 
disappeared. I had OD'ed, or, as we 
tele-junkies say, I had slipped my 
vertical hold. I stared at the set for 
hours, looking for Humphrey Bogart or 
^ Merv Griffin, trying to find a channel 
with something oh It. Even a fifteenth 
rerun of the Beverly Hillbillies, turrîing 
the knob, searching, searching. But 
there was nothing. . 

I ran Into the street, pursued by the 
Bride of Frankenstein, Perry N^ason, Ted 
Mack and the entire Original Amateur 
Hour. I felt as though Lassie was biting 
at my heels as I ran Into White Plains, 
searching for a TV. Finally, In 
desperation, I broke Into an appliance 
store on Mamaroneck Avenue and 
turned on a Magnavox just as Johnny 
said goodnight to Todie Fields, Dr. 
Joyce Brothers and Billy Graham, who 
had his hand up the skirt of a young 
woman who was an exotic dance'r-anth- 
ropologlst from the Bronx. 

The police arrived about five minutes 
into the late movie, which I had playing 
simultaneously on thirty-two colour 
sets, all tuned to a lovely avocado green. 

They threw me into the tank with 
several drunks that night.

Almost immediately 
after tal<ing control of the 
bombed out Moneda 
Palace, the Junta an- 
nounced that Allende 
had committed suicide 
byshooting himself in 
the mouth. Many other 
sources stated that he 
had been executed by 
troops attaci<ing the 
building. The particular 
circumstances sur- . 
rounding his death are - 
immaterial. Allende had '-' 
been in theof f Ice, he had 
stated his refusal to res- 
ign under any circum- 
stances and his intention 
toleadChileordie. in 
the face of this it is ob- 
vious that Allende was 

if more concerned forthe . . 

■ f ùtùrèof Ills nation than 
for his own safety. This 
alone sets him head and 
shoulders above other 
Latin American presi- 
dents who (led Into com- 
fortable exile aftera 

, goipe. 



Allende was mur- 
dered, killed by forces 
Immensely stronger than 
himself alone orany as- 
sailant. His death was 
i^hleredby the masters 
^economic reaction 
and international imper- 
ialism as surely as If they 
had stood In the room 
and squeezed the trig- 
ger. With Allende's 
blood spilled, the board 
mëmbers of Anaconda, 
Cerro, ITT breath easier. 
The entire world knows 
^ of theconcerted effort by 
Washington; the Penta- 
gon and the glarit mUlti- ■ 
national corporations to ; 
squash the Chilean gov- 
ernment. With enemies 
of this caliber, it is sur- 
prising that Allende has 
lived this long. 



One human's deathî^ 
means little in Itself JThe" 
dead only remain with 
the living as abstrac- 
tions, ciphers and sym- 
bols. Allende's death 
must be taken as a sym- 
bol of the determination 
of the Chilean people to 
fight for socialism, and 
to fight to preserve the 
first few faltering steps 
toward that goal taken 
under Allende's presi- 
dency. 



The courage and 
strength of the man dur- 
ing his last few hours 
came from a lifetime of 
working fortheCtîllean 
people. As Allèhdégain- 
ed strength from the peo 
pie, so the Chilean peo- 
ple gain courage from 
his example. For they 
havea long, hard road to 
travel.

modified its position on salaries 
.September 21 and reduced it again 
on MKmday^SeBtej^ 24 in the 
liopeSVhalMhle^uîSm would 
begin serious negotiations. The 
administration's position on almost 
all outstanding items, however, 
• has remained unchanged. 

Michel Latulippe, CNTU tech- 
nical adviser for the union, said the 
SGWU administration has been 
purposely ..stalling, and has never 
taken the demands of the library 
workers seriously. The adminis- 
tration recently admitted that it 
."forgot" there were to be 
negotiations with the library 
workers this year when they drew 
up their new budget. "We don't 
want 16 have to pay for their 
mistakes," Latulippe said. 

Last Tuesday, Nancy Marrelli's 
> , participation in the bargaining 
group of the library union^- was 
contested by the SGWU adminis- 
tration. MarrcUi had been elected a 
member of the union negotiating 
committee. Union - members feel 
that it is not pure coincidence that 
the administration is bringing, the 
matter before the department of 
labour at this critical time in 
negotiations.
